“Thirtieth and  Seventiech 
Parallel of Latitude 

We think of the Aretic region as 
& country of terrible frosts and 
storms, This is a mistake. From the 
seventieth degree of lattitude, which 
runs through the middle of Green. 
land, the north of Alaska, and the 
lop of Siberia to the North Pole, is 
a fine weather area. Storms are rare, 
the snowfall is mot great and the 
barometer stands high and steady 
for weeks on end. 

South of latitude thirty—that is, a 
line running through Souther: 
China, Norih Africa and cutting the 
American continent from New Or- 
leans through Northern Mexico—we 
another broad belt of fins 
weather, Not so steadily fine as 
farther north; yet a space where 
the barometer fs usually high and 
where it is possible to predict the 
weather for some day sin advance. 

It is between these two parallels of 
latitude that the world’s worst 
weather is experleneed,.
